Opening a White House meeting 
with the National Governor's 
Association, the former Arkansas gov- 
ernor said, "Wc must pass welfare 
reform this year, but it ought to be the 
right kind with the right results."

Republican governors arc pushing a 
welfare reform proposal that would 
replace hundreds of federal program.s 
with block grants and set aside emer- 
gency funds for states hit by disaster or 
recession. 

The GOP proposal is being used as 
the framework as the NGA tries to 
adopt a consensus welfare policy and 
put its stamp on the deliberations in the 
new Republican Congress. . 

But it is unclear whether enough 
-Democratic governors will sign oq to 
the plan for it to win the three-founhs 
support needed to become NGA poli- 
cy. The sentiment of the Democrats 


could be swayed by the views of the 
Clinton administration, which has 
voiced reservations about giving gov- 
ernors so much leeway.

A 95 percent 
level must be reached to finally chwk 
the spread of those diseases. 

While the seven health districts have 
always made inoculations a high prior- 
ity, they have never had the cash to go 
out and instuct young parents on the 
importance of immunizations, she said.

Personal income 
-outstrips^ending

WASHINGTON — Americans’ 
income is growing more rapidly than 
spending, leaving analysts to wonder 
how soon an anticipated economic 
'slowdown will materialize. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported Monday personal income 
rose a healthy 0.8 percent in Oc- 
cemtier to $5.89 trillion, afler a rare 
drop the previous month. Earnings 
for 1994 were up 6.1 percent, the 
biggest' gain in four years. 

Meanwhile, spending climbed 
0.3 percent to S4.75 trillion last . 
month. It rose 5.7 percent lost year; 
compared with 5.8 percent increase 
in 1993, and was the smallest ad- 
vance siace a 3.8 percent rise in 
1991. 

The figures “tell us what we al- 
ready know," said economist Paul 
Gctman of Regional Financial As- 
sociates, a forecasting service in 


cst Lnester, t'a. i nis economy 
has real momentum. It's hot and 
getting hotter." 

But others said they sec signs the 
rate of growth is slowing, and that 
interest rate increases soon will be- 
gin to have a bigger effect on con- 
sumer spending. 

There arc “hints that consumers 
have turned more cautious in spend- 
ing on big-ticket" items, said 
economist David Jones of Aubrey 
G. Lanston & Co,, a government se- 
curities dealer in New York City. 
"It looks like consumers have tight- 
ened up on their purse strings with 
regard to spending on autos." 

Consumer spending represents 
two-thirds of the nation's economic 
activity and has propelled the econ- 
omy’s four-year-old recovery. 

The government reported last 
week that the economy surged 4.5 
percent in the last three months of 
1994 and grew 4 percent for the year, 
the strongest gro\^ in a decade.

Inflation last year remained excep- 
tionally well-behaved with consumer 
prices rising by just 2.7 percent and the 


core rate — which excludes food and 
energy — increasing Just 2.6 percent, 
the smallest gain in 29 years. 

Such figures have prompted crilic.s 
to attack the Fed's siring of rate in- 
creases os overkill. But Greenspan, tes- 
tifying before Congress last week, was 
unmoved by the attacks, insisting as he 
has in the past that if the Fed waits to 
tigliien until inflation shows up at the 
consumer level, it will have waited too 
long.

Low-fat bison meat popularity spurs ranching 
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The Associated Press 

SALEM, Ore. — Increasing demand for 
low-fat bison meat is fueling investment in 
ranching the wild animal after it nearly was 
driven extinct last century by the nation's 
Western expansion. 

In 1850, an estimated 20 million head of 
buffalo thundered across the Western plains. 
By 1895, hunters had slaughtered nearly all of 
them, with only about 800 remaining. 

Today, the National Bison Association esti- 
mates that (here arc more- than ISO.OOO bison 
nationwide — about 1,000 of them in Oregon. 

The increase is due partly to the growing 


popularity of bison meat us a substitute for 
beef because it is lower in fat, said Frank 
Heim, a wildlife biologist at the University of 
Denver. 

Several restaurants are specializing in buffa- 
lo burgers and steaks, and some grocery stores 
occasionally sell the product, he said. 

Bison now arc being raised on ranches that 
used to be committed to beef cattle, said Deb- 
bie Brown, president of the Northwest Bison 
Association. 

"Within the last three or four years, bison 
ranching has doubled as far as producers go." 
Brown said. 

She said there were about 500 bison in the 


state three years ago. "but it didn’t start blos- 
soming until the last two years." 

James Koelling, who has a dozen head of bi- 
son on his Willamette Valley ranch near 
Yamhill, southwest of Portland, said he's in 
the business to make money. 

“There doesn’t seem to be very much profit 
in cattle unless you have a very large opera- 
tion and a lot of training," he said. "I chose 
buffalo because there .seems to be the ability to 
•.make money there." 

Drown said she receives' at least one cal] a 
d.'iy from people interc.sted in bison ranching. 
She and her husband, Tim, have been raising
